EDITORIALS 
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HEROUSM: FUTILE WITHOUT UNITY 


If history were as neat as melodrama, Dienbienphu would have 
held out until next Oct. 25, which is the 100th anniversary 
of the famed Charge of the Light Brigade in the Crimean War. 
Like that charge, Dienbienphu was a magnificent display of 
sheer courage; it deserves a Tennyson. But it also recalls the 
words of a French general at Balaclava: “It is magnificent, but 
it is not war.” 

Militarily, Dienbienphu was probably not worth defending 
at all. If it was, Navarre could have used hi 
reserves either to relieve it or to counterattack in Giap’s rear. 
He did neither, and lost a small army. Asked about a counter- 
attack two weeks ago, one of Navarre’s officers said, “That would 
be inconsistent with the French government's decision to seek 
a negotiated settlement.” In other words the French, to the 
point of heroic insanity, fell in with General Giap’s plan to 
make a bloody demonstration for its psychological effect in 
Paris and Geneva. 

With a divided nation and a feeble government, the French 
range of choice was admittedly a narrow one; as narrow as the 
shrinking target on which, right to the very end, French volun- 
teers parachuted to join De Castries’ doomed 10,000. But what 
the Paris Figaro said is true nevertheless: “The fighters in 


Dienbienphu are dead because we have not known how to handle 
that war.” 

Navarre now says that the Indochina war “must be completely 
reconsidered.” It seems clear that France has played out her long, 
brave. ambiguous solo role as custodian of freedom in Indochina. 
If the Associated States are to retain the hope of freedom, it 
must be through some such method as Dulles’ “united action.” 

That action, if achievable at all, will depend on American 
willingness to take full part in it. But any nation, even ours, 
that tried to defend Indochina alone would probably be in the 
same trouble as the divided French—capable of heroism but not 
of successful war. For the Vietnamese are the indispensable 
allies in Vietnam, as were the Roks in Korea; and lacking 
strength of their own, this ex-colonial people cannot be asked to 
follow leadership that is less than international. 

‘The single ray of hope over the graves of Dienbienphu is the 
fact that one obstacle to united action—the heroic stubbornness 
of France—has been removed. There are plenty of remaining. 
obstacles—in Asia, in London and in Washington. But Dulles 
is quite right to go on working and hoping for united action; 
for no matter how long we postpone it, it will keep reappearing 
as the only alternative to piecemeal surrender. 


THE QUALITY OF AMERICAN JURISTS 


Asa judicial procedure, the McCarthy-Army hearings might give 
the impression that Americans are resigning from the Anglo- 


Saxon legal tradition. We are therefore glad to be able to report 
that the actual U.S. judicial system is being quietly, though not 
without difficulty, improved. 

To the Department of Justice, which picks candidates for the 
federal bench, President Eisenhower has more than once insist- 
ed on his campaign promise to staff the public service with “the 
ablest, the wisest, the most honest and reliable in the land.” 
The Department has accordingly set up, with the help of the 
American Bar Association, a careful system of winnowing judi- 
ciary candidates which all but guarantees the 
second-raters and political hacks. So far 33 federal judges 
have been named, of whom 22 have been confirmed by the 
Senate; and there s soon to be filled. If the 
caliber of appointments so far can be maintained, the Pre: 
ident will have given American justice a new st 
will last for years. 

Unfortunately, since appointments must be ma 
Senate’s “advice and consent,” the easiest way to av 
firmation trouble is to appoint the political friends 
in effect, to let the Senate do the nominating as well as the con- 
firming. Roosevelt and Truman made few senatorial enemies 
by their appointments; they also didn’t enhance the prestige 
of the bench. But Eisenhower and Brownell have dared to 
overrule the patronage proposals of several senators: one of 
them, Langer of North Dakota, happens to be chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee and has already shown in the messy hear- 
ings on Chief Justice Warren how far he will go to enforce 
his supposed prerogatives. 

Appointments have been a battleground between White 
House and Senate ever since the Constitution was adopted. Ac- 
cording to Hamilton, the Senate’s power to confirm “would be 
an excellent check upon the spirit of favoritism in the Pr 
dent,” but he thought of it as a passive check, involving “no 
exertion of choice on the part of the Senate.” Madison agreed: 
“If the legislature determines the power, the honors and the 
emoluments of an office, we would be insecure if they were to 


vacan 


ate the officer also.” Despite which, senators have come 
gard judicial appointments as thei itieal property. 
Their club rule was thus stated by Senator Russell in 1950: 
“When senators of the same political party as the President 
have been requested to make a recommendation. in a matter of 
this kind, they ha’ right to believe that if the man they ree- 
ommend is qualified the recommendation will be followed.” 
Under this rule any senator, by refusing to endorse the “blue 
slip” by which he is notified of a judicial nomination in his 
state, can usually block confirmation in the committee, regard- 
less of whether he has good reasons or bad. 

In Pennsylvania, of three federal judges recently nominated, 
tuggested by Senators Duff and Martin, But their 
recommendations for the third vacancy failed to pass the 
strict Brownell quality test. After vainly “advising” with the 
senators for eight months, the Administration reached over 
their heads and picked a distinguished Philadelphian, Fran- 
cis L. Van Dusen, solely on his merits (and the strong sup- 
port of the bar). Although they have nothing against Van 
Dusen. neither Martin nor Duff will endorse his blue slip. 
They are holding out for their own candidate, a Republican 
county chairman. 

‘The Van Dusen stalemate has implications far beyond the 
eastern district court of Pennsylvania. If “advice” is to mean 
tion,” the term “qualified” will also tend to change 
its meaning for the worse. In the hundreds of hours already 
spent by the Justice Department in consulting senators about 
appointments, the Russell rule has already killed off many 
good candidates before they were even named, and has caused

It places a limit on the caliber of our judges—who are ap- 
pointed for life. 

‘This Administration is often accused, not without reason, of 
being unduly tender of Congress’ rights. Here is an area where it 
is trying to assert its own constitutional rights in order to im- 
prove the quality of American justice, through a more reason- 
able definition of “advice.” The Administration is on sound 
ground and deserves not only Republican but general support.

HE was a time in the U.S. 
the days of television, whe 
helped to entertain Am 
its wheels turn round. The trial lawyer 
was usually the most knowled 
around, a man of vast erudition, at least by 
local standards. In addition he wa 
tor, an actor, not to say quite a 
he performed, wooing the jury with honeyed 
flattery, making it laugh at his repertoire of 
jokes, making it weep with his organ-voiced 
stock of sentiment, the whole town packed the courtroom to watch 
him. His performance was frequently remembered long after the ver- 
dict was forgotten—for the oldtime courtroom which he dominated 
was a center of culture and entertainment as well as of the law. 

That day has passed and most modern Americans, particularly 
since they are adept at dodging jury duty, have never been inside a 
courtroom in their lives. But in recent days the nation has watched 
two great old-fashioned trial lawyers on television and thus has had 
a taste of what it has been missing. 

The McCarthy hearings, it must be admitted, are in no sense as 
formal, disciplined and dramatic as a court trial. The rules are 
grievously flexible. The obstreperous Senator McCarthy has been 
able to utter the most blatant misrepresentations and create the most

On television Welch looks almost ethereal, a most gentle gaffer 
straight from the musty pages of Dickens. In real life he is a big 
raw-honed man who once weighed over 200 pounds and even now, 
after three years of dieting, hits 180. 

Lawyer Welch is a gentleman and a scholar, a man of delicate 
courtesy and subtle wit. During the first days of the hearing, a 
good many television viewers felt sorry for him—and even sorrier 
for anybody who was relying on his advice and assistance. He 
simply sat there, looking terribly tired and half asleep, and when 
he did speak up it was in a mild and apologetic tone of voice that 
seemed pathetically inadequate against the bully-boy tactics of 
McCarthy. During the: sa relative wrote to his 
complimenting him for being “so s 
this remark, Welch commented fi : 
sweet and gentle when Is nation.” His prediction 
could not possibly have been more apt. Two minutes after Welch 
began questioning McCarthy's Roy Cohn, it was obvious that here 
was one of the deftest surgeons in courtroom history. It took 
only that long to make Roy Cohn, the scourge of Capitol Hill, 
Torquemada’s heir as a prosecutor, look Ii ear-old appren- 
tice still wet behind the ears. After that Welch was always good for 
at least one wonderful pigsticking laugh a day 

With his bow ties and stooped shoulders Welch has the old-shoe 
ner of such courtroom greats as Clarence Darrow. His elabo- 
rate politeness and gentility mask a highly active, well-disciplined, 
bear-trap mind. Just as Counsel Ray Jenkins is the shouting and 
table-pounding type of courtroom lawyer, Counsel Welch is the 
type who can win a case by lifting one skeptical eyebrow.

OST television viewers probably believe that courtly Mr. Welch 

is a proper Bostonian, to the manner born. Actually he is the 
t example of how the legal profession in the U.S. has served 
as a ladder for the children of humble families. His father, who 
ran away from home in England at 14, was a sailor who could 
barely write. His mother was a hired girl who had never gone be- 
nd fourth grade. His parents moved to Towa in a covered wagon 
in the 1870s—chiefly because Mrs. Welch wanted to get her some- 
what bibulous husband away from saloons—and settled on a 
farm near the little town of Primghar. It was on this farm that 
Welch was born. 

Later they sold the stock, rented the farm out for $300 a year 
and bought a little house in town. Mother Welch managed to run 
the household on that $300 and Father Welch earned a little addi- 
tional spending money of his own. As Welch puts it in his quaint 
style of speech, “My father chewed tobacco, a habit which found 
little favor in my mother’s eyes. So father made what money he 
could turning the handles of washing machines, which were then 
in style, for women of the town at 50¢ a washing.” 

Although his parents were poor and untutored, Welch remem- 
bers them with the greatest affection. He likes to recall that his 
mother insisted that he and his four older brothers take school 
seriously, and he is fond of relating what happened after he 
worked his way thro Grinnell College and came out in 1914 a 
Phi Beta Kappa with a scholarship to Harvard Law School. On the 
night before he was to leave for the East, as he tells it, “My father 
and I went out back to attend to our needs before we went to bed— 
and of course the men never went to the privy for that purpose— 
and then he got a drink of water at the pump and sat down stiffly. 
I knew that meant I was to sit down too. 

““Josie,’ he said, ‘you're going off to Harvard?”

“That's right.’ 

“That's a long way, ain’t it?” 

"Yes, it’s a long way. 

*‘Somewhere’s in Michigan?” 

‘No, it’s near Boston, or maybe in Boston,’ I said. ‘Maybe 

rou were there while you were at sea.’ Yes, he thought he was. 

“Ir take a heap of money, won't it?” 

“T said, yes, it would, and he said, ‘You know that little gray 
box up on the shelf? Well, you go and get it.’ I did, and he “had 
me cup my hands while he dumped the contents into them, There 
was nineteen dollars—all he had, his savings of 14 years, and he 
gave it all to me. 

“To me that is a very tender story . . 

At Harvard, Welch finished second in a class of some 600 the 
first year and thus won another scholarship. He spent his sum- 
mers selling state maps door to door for $1.95, a dollar of which 
was his to Keep. He was a shy young man and he remembers his 
salesman days with a shudder: “It was hateful, hard work.” On the 
other hand it taught him a great deal about people and, he con- 
cedes, “It ranks above, or with, my law school training in value.” 
It was in those days that he met his wife, a beautiful young college 
woman who traveled the old Chautauqua circuit as a banjoist and 
singer of Negro songs. He usually tried to sell his maps in the same 
area where she was appearing, and the year he finished law school 
they were married. 

For many years now Welch and his wife have lived in the Boston 
suburb of Walpole, in a big white colonial house in a secluded 
neighborhood. ‘There is only one train a day for commuters: 
Welch catches it at 7:49 a.m. and leaves Boston on it at 5:17 p.m. 
He is one of the 19 partners in the venerable firm of Hale & Dorr 
and the only one who prefers to work at a stand-up desk. He 
usually arrives full of ideas which keep his staff busy all day, for 
he cannot buy a morning paper at the station and therefore spends 
the 40-minute tra de in deep thought. Toward late afternoon, 
however, he shows the same eagerness that he has expressed at the 
hearings for his weekends, and only a major office catastrophe can 
make him miss his train. 

At home Welch never discusses business but instead pursues 
his two major hobbies, which he defines as loafing and thermom- 
eter-watching. He has a soft old leather lounge chair in which he 
can practically float while reading. He also has a set of switches at 
his bed which permit him to control the lights, radio and alarm 
clock without getting up. On the wall of the bedroom is a dial 
thermometer as big as a Thanksgiving pie, and outside a window is 
a tube thermometer at least a yard high. Scattered inside and out- 
side the house are another half-dozen thermometers. Yet the 
strange fact is that Welch is personally comfortable whether hot 
‘or cold and does not mind weather of any variety. He simply ex- 
plains, with his leprechaun logic, “When I want to look at a ther- 
mometer, I don’t want to have to go somewhere else to look at it.” 

It has been reported since his new rise to eminence that Welch 
likes to spend his weekends puttering around the house in old 
clothes. Actually his “‘old clothes” for relaxation consist of 18 
pairs of well-tailored slacks and the proper accessories to go with 
them. He also owns more than 150 bow ties, which the television 
audience is now seeing at the rate of one per day. The ties caused 
a personal crisis when he and his wife were away during the sum- 
mer a lew years ago and their home was burglarized; among other 
things his tie wardrobe of that period was stolen. Being a ‘modest 
man who can become alarmed at his own infrequent exe . he 
moaned to his wife, “I cannot admit that I have 150 neckties.” He 
therefore compromised with his conscience, which opposed the 
slightest hint of perjury, and told the police that 75 had been taken. 

Welch’s languid mannerisms mask a highly competitive soul. 
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THERMOMETER FANCIER Welch peers out his window at a giant tube of 
mercury, his special pride and joy. He lists his other hobby as simple loafing.

While his two sons were growing up the family used to play at an old- 
time carom board on the living room floor. Welch never gave any 
quarter; he beat the boys every time until they got old enough to 
hold their own, When they began to win occasi ally he would shout 
such curses as “Goodness, Godness, Agnes!’ Or he would groan in 
classic suffering, “How sharper than a serpent's tooth it is to-have a 
thankless child!” This last remark was repeated so often that he 
finally abbreviated it to the simple oath, “How sharper!” 

Welch and his wife took a fling at golf but gave it up when gasoline 
was rationed during World War II. Tnatead at Mrs. Welch’s insist- 
ence, they planted a vegetable garden. Welch, who hates the work of 

ardening, agreed to wield a shovel and hoe if his wife, who hates 
beer, would quaff that beverage with him during rest periods. Under 
this odd arrangement, which somehow seemed to satisfy Welch's 
ense of the fitness of things, he would suffer for a while in the gar- 
den and then retreat to the shade and stein, where his wife would 
then suffer while he basked. 

At the opposite extreme of the legal spectrum, but even more col: 
orful in his own way, is the subcommittee’s Counsel Jenkins. Such a 
shouter that the television and radio people had to put a muzzle over 
his microphone—it can be seen plainly on television screens—to 
keep his mouth at least two inches away, Jenkins is another old-time 
courtroom type. One of his specialties is flowing but corny oratory; 
one day, when making a little speech about wires he had received 
protesting the length of the hearings, he reached to the bottom of the 
cliché barrel and came up with the ringing statement, ‘The under- 
currents of the emotionalism of the people are so swift and so strong 
as to... almost dethrone reason from its citadel.” (This was per- 
haps an exaggeration. For a time there did appear to be quite a few 
Americans who preferred to call off the slow-moving and confused 
hearing as too painful to watch and too damaging to U.S. prestige 
abroad, but it soon became clear that the nation would survive and 
indeed need not feel too much shame in a world where many coun- 
tries refuse to permit any free legislative proceedings whatever.) 

Another of Jenkins’ specialties, since he is a criminal lawyer, is 
casting a pall over the testimony of one and all. In the early days of 
the hearings, he seemed to consider it his duty to make everyone con- 
cerned, up to and including the station-break announcer, seem like 
an utter liar. On opening day he got a telegram from a woman ad- 
mirer who said, “You are fair and impartial, May God give you 
strength.” Soon thereafter he began jumping down the throat of 
Secretary Stevens and he got another telegram from the same woman. 


stating, “Disregard wire asking God to give you strength.” 
After roughing up Secretary Stevens, Jenkins then roughed up the 
McCarthy side’s Private Schine, mostly i that cast no light 


whatever on the issues. After the Schine incident Jenkins got around 
300 telegrams accusing him of mistreating this hapless private. The 
senders apparently were not aware that Schine, far from being a help- 
less GI, is a Harvard graduate who in private life is heir to and 
president of a multimillion-dollar hotel chain. Jenkins was apparently 
not aware that 300 telegrams are a drop in the bucket in Washington. 
From that point his manner mellowed and his gravelly voice reached 
the peaks of outrage less often. Nevertheless he was a dominant 
character in the drama: a loud. verbose, somewhat corny yet im- 
pressive giant with bristly hair and a jaw as wide as a 21-inch sereen.

Ray H. Jenkins grew up as the son of the town doctor in Tellico 
Plains, Tenn. His father had a private practice plus a job as com- 
pany doctor for a lumber outfit and owned a 150-acre farm, But young 
Ray was so ambitious that he seemed to resent not having been born 
into poverty. Whenever his father was out in the country on calls 
Ray would sneak up to the barbershop, with a homemade wooden 
stand, and shine lumberjacks’ heavy boots for nickels and dimes. 
Eventually his father caught him at it and, with a poker face masking 
plans for dire punishment, went through the motions of being a cus- 
tomer. Young Ray gulped and shined his father’s shoes—so well and 
so earnestly. that his father relented. 

After that Ray did not have to sneak to work except on one memo: 
rable day occasioned by a peculiar family celebration. His grand- 
father, an internal revenue man, took a notion after many years as 
a widower to seek a mail-order bride. After considerable correspond- 
e with lonely-hearts clubs, he chose a young woman in Kentucky 
Dyeing his white side whiskers and goatee black the better to impress 
his bride, he went off to Kentucky to fetch her and returned to 
Tellico Plains by train on a Sunday. He asked his grandson, who was 
in the habit of moving his shoeshine stand to the town square on 
Sundays, to please take a moratorium and stay out of sight while he 

was escorting his bride by buggy through town to their home. Ray 
did and ev erything turned out fine. The marti we was a success and 
everybody in the family liked the bride, who proved to have no pri 
udices whatever against a shoeshine-boy grandson. 

Ray also worked summers at the lumberyard, where his job was to 
carry pails of drinking water to the workmen at a salary of 50¢ for 
an Il-hour day. He had been very frail in early childhood, was grow- 
ing out of it, had suddenly developed ambitions to become a big- 
league ballplayer and was embarked upon a program of building his 
muscles by chinning himself on tree limbs. The lumber workers fre- 
quently had to go thirsty until he finished his physical education, but 
in all other respects Ray was an ideal waterboy, He later carried papers 
and worked as a soda jerk, meanwhile saving his earnings for college. 


From spithall to scholarship 


the time Jenkins got to high school he was showing si 

present awesome size (6 feet 3, 195 pounds) and had chinned him- 
self into considerable local fame as a pitcher with a wicked spit- 
ball. At law school at the University of Tennessee he quickly for- 
got his athletic ambitions in a burst of enthusiasm for his pro- 
fession. He was on the school’s successful debating team and won 
first prize for scholarship three years in a row. Eventually, after 
hitches as an Army volunteer in the Mexican campaign of 1916 
and a Navy volunteer in World War I, he w: aduated with a gold 
medal. He took a job with a wholesale shoe company collecting its 
delinquent accounts, quickly collected himself out of a job and then 
hung up his shingle in Knoxville. 

By one of those accidents that so frequently set the tone of men’ 
careers, his first important client was a mountain moonshiner who 
had beaten his wife to death with a barrel stave. The whole coun- 
tryside was aroused by the brutal killing. Friends and relatives 
urged Jenkins not to take the case on the ground that having a 
notorious client electrocuted was hardly conducive to making oth 
ers beat a path to his door. Jenkin: disregarded the warnings and

imprisonment, It was a notable victory, although Jenkins, young 
and inexperienced, nearly threw it away by automatically moving 
for a new trial. (The prosecution, which still considered death the 
proper penalty, would have been delighted with a new trial but for- 
tunately Jenkins got the motion withdrawn in time.) 

The country around Knoxville produces more than its share of 
murders, As Tenkins says, “It’s mountain country and they love 
their corn likker.” In the ensuing 30 years Jenkins has defended 
some 600 murder suspects and has never lost a single one to the 
chair—although, as he conceded in an aside at the hearings, any 
investigation of his clients would require spending “a great deal 
time in the state penitentiary at Nashville.” 

He seems to have a natural sympathy for the underdog and fre- 
quently defends killers for little or no pay, particularly in cases 
where, as so often happens, the murder has been committed under 
grievous provocation. Jenkins says he likes nothing better than to 
defend a man accused of killing a bully. Part of this stems from his 
childhood when his dog was killed by the Tellico Plains town bul- 
ly. Part is a matter of professional delight. In defending a case of 
this kind, Jenkins has said, you have a wonderful opportunity to 
"make the jury so damn mad at the deceased that they want to dig 
up the body and kill the sonofabitch all over again.” 

In the courtroom, while making the jury mad or sad, Jenkins 
uses many of the mannerisms which have been on display, al- 
though much subdued, in the McCarthy hearings. He unbuttons 
his coat and his collar and loosens his tie. His jaw juts like a bull- 
dog’s. His brown eyes flash. He gesticulates, laughs and cries. 
Often the sweat runs off his chin until it makes a visible trickle on 
the courtroom floor, People around Knoxville call him “The Ter- 
ror of Tellico Plains” and they think of him first when they are in 
trouble. Sometimes, however, he sits on the other side of the 
table, for the relatives of murdered men also like to hire him to 
help the prosecution. And while his criminal cases bring him hi 
greatest fame, he actually spends most of his time on the c 
suits that make up the usual day-in, day-out routine of the law. 
Last year his income, mostly from civil suits, was $60,000.

eNKiNs got the job as committee counsel for a strange reason: 

after leaving the University of Tennessee he continued to coach 
its debating teams. One of his pupils, who has remained a lifelong 
friend, became Congressman Howard Baker, whose son married 
the daughter of Senator Everett Dirksen of Illinois. Thus Senator 
Dirksen got to know Jenkins and thought of him when his com- 
mittee badly needed a counsel for the hearings. A lawyer of un- 
questioned talent and probity, Jenkins had the further advantage 
of being completely neutral on the burning issue of mecarthyism, 
which is something that few Americans of equal education and 
stature can claim. Because he has weak eyes, he reads very little, 
except what his work demands, and seldom watches any news pro- 
grams on television.

Royalty attends funeral of Norway’s Martha

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A Famous Trio 
of Expatriates 


OWNED ABROAD, ARTISTS COME INTO THEIR OWN IN U.S. 


To Europeans, the most famous names in American art belong to trio of painters 
—Whistler, Sargent and Cassatt—who worked at the end of the 19th Century and 
spent most of their lives abroad, In America this expatriate trio has long been neg- 
lected in favor of painters like Winslow Homer and Thomas Eakins who stayed at 
home and produced a strongly realistic art that was identified as more American. 
But the expatriates, shown below in self-portraits, are at last coming in for the 
recognition at home that they long ago received abroad. In a large show of their 
works which opened at the Art Institute of Chicago and is now on view at New 
York's Metropolitan Museum, they reveal themselves as artists of versatility, style 
and compelling individuality which are in the finest traditions of American art. 


W HIST LER (1234-1903) was the first of the expatriates and the most 


individualistic. The son of an ex-Army officer, he made a stab at a soldier's 
reer by attending West Point but, failing in chemistry, was forced to withdraw. 
This freed him to pursue the career of his own choice and in 1855 James MeNeill 
Whistler went off to Paris, where he devoted four years to painting, etching, hob- 
with artists and, above all, reveling in the bohemian life of the Latin Quar- 
ter. In 1862 Whistler moved to London. There the diminutive, dandified painter 
became notorious for his provocative art, his stinging wit and his contempt for 
art critics, like John Ruskin, whom he considered 'y evil.” A con- 
firmed nonconformist, Whistler ruffled V ety by living with his mod- 
els, but at the age of 54 he married the widow of a friend. By 1890 the artist final- 
ly began to get the recognition which he had been fighting for in law courts, 
art galleries and publications. Though he continued his belligerent ways, he was 
grieved to find in his old age that he had “hardly a warm personal enemy left.” 


SARGENT (1856-1925) was a contrast in almost every way to the slight, 


waspish Whistler. A tall, burly man, Sargent shunned publicity and social fune- 
tions and pursued a circumspect, celibate existence in the company of his sisters 
and relatives. Although the two painters were acquaintances and once lived on 
the same street in London, Sargent considered Whistler's highly unorthodox life 
and art quite unseemly while Whistler disdainfully labeled the portraitist “a sep- 
ulcher of propriety.” John Singer Sargent was born in Florence, Italy, the son of 
a well-to-do Massachusetts surgeon. He was trained as an artist at an early age 
and by the time he was 21 and a student in Paris, he was already winning prizes. 
In 1884, at the age of 28, Sargent went to London, where his stylish, elegant 
portraits won him almost immediate financial and popular success. Shuttling back 
and forth across the Atlantic, he painted most of the celebrities and society lead- 
ers of his day, sometimes earned as much as $50,000 for a single portrait. At his 
death Sargent was hailed by Londoners as “the greatest master of his generation.” 


CASSATT (1844-1926) knew both Whistler and Sargent but had little 


respect for either. A spinster with a deep sense of propriety, she spurned the seape- 
grace Whistler (though she befriended his ex-mistress Maud) and she refused to 
see Sargent because of a “dreadful portrait” he did of her brother. Born into a 
wealthy Philadelphia family, Mary Cassatt went to Europe in 1866 determined to 
become a painter. At first she toured the museums, studying the old masters whose 
works were unavailable in the U.S. Then in Paris she saw some impressionist works 
which, she declared, “changed my life. I saw art then as I wanted to see it.” Work- 


- ing in the impressionist style, she soon won praise from Degas and Gauguin who 


marveled that a woman could produce such art. Around 1910 Mary Cassatt began 
to go blind and had to curtail her work. But she had a new resolve—to bring great 
art to the U.S. Acting as guide for her rich American friends, she persuaded them 
to buy both the old masters and the new. When she died at 82, Mary Cassatt 
had succeeded in enriching America with some of the world’s great masterpieces.

A resourceful nun who trusted in St. Joseph tells unique story of flight from Reds 


by SISTER CECILIA as 


Last week a rosy-cheeked 42-year-old nun from Czechoslovakia named 
Sister Cecilia was enjoying a vacation with her sister in Toronto, Canada. 
She could smile easily now (opposite page) because it had been ttco years 
since she had been through a more harrowing ordeal than most of the 
many thousands who have fled from Communism. Since her flight she 
has been recovering in a temporary refuge in Bavaria, and only recently 
has she come to America and told her moving story of courage and faith. 


FEEL someone shaking me hard enough to hurt, and I wake up 
in my room in the children’s hospital in Bratislava and se 
a Sister, all pale and quivering. “Jesus, Mary and Joseph!” she wails. 
“Sister! Four policemen are waiting for you downstairs and there are 
four automobiles full of them outside. Mother Superior says to take 
a blanket with you because it will be cold at the police station.” 
Sister,” I say, “I don’t plan to go to the police station. 

I get up and dress fast and run up into the attic of the hos- 
pital. I climb out on the roof and up the tiles to hide behind the 
chimney, Then suddenly I look down and see the police cars and 
the policemen all around the hospital. I think, Holy Saviour, they 
will see me in my white nursing habit against this black chimney, 

So I slide back down the roof. [ 
go through the attic and down to my 
room. Five Sisters are standing there 
like white geese in a panic. They 
“Come down! Come downstairs, Sister! 
The police are getting restless!” And [ 
think, thank the Saviour the Commu- 
nist police still have enough character 
not to come up to a nun’s room, 

Then I remember somethin 
know what to do. 

I go to my trunk and get out a dress,

So, to continue to be with young- 
sters, I went to work in the hospital for sick children in Bratislava. 

My entrance into the work of the 
underground began in April of the next 
year. The Communists imprisoned Fa- 
ther Matthew, a priest who came from 
my home town, I sent him some food 
packages and when he escaped I helped 
him hide. Afterward I helped him find 
someone who, for a price—a good one, 
too—took him and two other priests 
across the border, 

So [ became an underground worker 
in a Communist country and T knew 
that soon the e must come for 
me. But if God kisses you, you receive 
the golden gift of a moment’s warning. 
Thad God and the blue polka-dot dress 
when the police came in September— 
two days after I had aided the escape 
of a priest who had been condemned 
to be hanged.

Dusk is just beginning as I walk 
through the police lines from the hos- 
pital, carrying with me into this new 
life nothing from the old but two pic- 
tures—a stained picture of St. Joseph 
and a picture of the Virgin Mary that 

T have had from the time I became a 

nun. The guilt and the fear I feel! Guilt 
because of the dress and fear of being captured. For they do ‘their 
worst of all to those who have helped people escape. I have never 
known anything near physical torture and do not know how much I 
can bear, even if God is with me. I cannot allow myself to be cap- 
tured, yet my religion forbids me to kill myself. So, as though into 
the midst of the shadow of death, I walk down the street. 

Where to go? I decide that I will first try Vera’s apartment. She is 
an old friend of mine, and she lives in an apartment in Bratislava 
with three other girls. 

When I come in they do not recognize me. Then they realize who 
it is and cry out, “Sister! The dress!” 

"The police are after me, give me one night.” 

All the girls except Vera leave the apartment quickly. I understand,

I think, this 
will be the first Sunday that I have ever missed Mass, and I f 
great loneliness. But I feel better later in the morning when Vera 
comes. She is a brave girl. 

Vera promises to go to see a nun whose parents live out in the 
country and ask if I can stay with them for a while. She is away 
thre urs and I begin to worry when finally the door bell rin, 
Dominic starts shaking all over and jumps behind the couch, 
peek out the window and see Vera standing on the steps—and with 
her is Sister Margaret! I open the door and Margaret and I fall 
into each other's arms. 

“You should not have come, Sister Margaret!” I say, bringing 
them inside. “It is very dangerous. I only want you to let me go 
to your parent: 

Nonsense,” she says, “I'll take you.” 
fe tells me how the police searched the hospital the whole 
night after I left, looking through all the nuns’ rooms and even 
under the children’s beds. She has brought me my rosary, my cross 
and my prayer book. When I take them from her it is like new 
strength passing into my hands. 

Vera also has brought some other, quite different, things: a 
new green silk dress of hers that is much better than the worn 
blue “polka dot, a green kerchief, some shoes with high heels 
and some silk stockings. 

I put on the green dress and the silk stockin 
in my life I have ever worn silk stockings. 

"Very nice!” 
I try on the high-heeled shoes. But when I start across the room 
I almost fall and I know I cannot walk in them. So I put on the 
plain flat shoes I have worn since becoming a nun. 
Vera reaches into her purse. “Now the rouge and lipstick,” she

In the station I find Sister Margaret. I follow her to her house. 
When we go into the yard, we see that the house is lighted up. 
Inside there is a party. She has forgotten that it is the anniversary 
of the church in hee town. 

So I cannot go in because I will be recognized, Sister Margaret 
gets some blankets and a stack of koldée from the house and we 
climb into the hayloft of the barn, We lie under the blan! 
eat the koldée, which is a pastry filled with walnuts. It 
first food in over two days and we stuff ourselves like two little 
girls, We lie talking and forget for a while that I am in hidi 
Then we kneel in the hay and pray before we fall asleep. I s 
very heavily, It is the last happy time I am to know for many weeks. 

Next morning the relatives have gone and we enter the house. 
Sister Margaret's parents wish to keep me, but it is not safe there. 
For one thing, they have a Communist neighbor. So they call 
Anna, Margaret’ er. 

Anna is a very pretty girl with eyes that flame when she gets 
angry, as she does now when she is told about me. She is almost 
more upset than I am because I have to hide. She goes to find me 
a new hiding place. 

This one is in the same house where Father Matthew hid out. 
It is miles away, but Anna walks there and back the same day and 
brings this answer: hurry on. I tell Sister Margaret goodby—how 
it hurts to leave her!—and after dark I start out. Alone, I walk 
to my new hiding place. 

‘The house belongs to two elderly sisters, Helena and Rose, who 
are tiny, gray-haired and sickly, and make their living doing em- 
broidery. They devote themselves to hiding people. They know 
that the police will one day get them. One of them, Rose, smiles 
when I ask her about that. 

"So they take the last few years of my life,” she says. “So? By 
this I buy dozens of years of life for other people.”” 

‘These two tiny old ladies have a helper, a dog named GaStan. He 
is the size of a Shetland pony and has the manners of a hungry 
tiger. He runs free in the fenced yard. The bell to the house is on 
the outside of the gate. If a visitor rings the bell Ga3tan set upa 
roar like something out of the jungle of Africa. One Hoo old sis- 
ters goes to the door and speaks out gently to the vi “Just a 
minute, if you please, while I put GaStan away.” Then fable ‘opens 
the door and this huge monster bounds into the house, and the 
ers lock him in the kitchen. Only then do they let the visitor in. 

All of this takes at least five minutes and assures me of plenty 
of time to get into the hideout. The hideout is a very tiny room 
with a bathtub in it which just about fills the entire room and is 
the only place to sit. The door has no knob on the outside and 
fits flush into the wall. When I am inside and the door is closed 
the two sisters together pull and push an enormous clothes cup- 
board across the door, covering it completely. 

In the manner of old ladies they have a number of harmless 
visitors their own age who have nothing more to do but pass the 
time with them. So I spend many an hour in the bathtub, so many 
that I start keeping some sewing and the Holy Gospel in the bath- 
tub to give me something to do ‘and read. 

One day several weeks after my arrival GaStan starts barking 
and Rose peeks out the window.

“Hide, Sister, hide!” she says, and by the way she says it I know 
it is not just another lady friend calling. I run fast into the little 
room and sit in the bathtub and the sisters shut the door behind 
me and then pull the cupboard across it. After a while I can hear 
GaStan leaping into the house and the kitchen door close behind 
him, Then I hear the feet of many men tramping all over the 
house. After a while I hear them open the door of the cupboard 
which stands against the door to my hideout. I can clearly hear 
them rustling ‘through the clothes. In the bathtub I hold my 
breath and pray to St. Joseph. I hear voices raised. 

Then all is silent. 

It is a while before I hear the cupboard being pulled away, It 
sounds as if the two old ladies are having great trouble pulling it 
away. Then it is away enough for me to get out and I see why: 
only Rose is there to pull and push it. 

“Where is Helena?” I ask, feeling hollow inside me, for I think 
already know. 

"They took Helena,” Rose says quietly. “Sister,” she asks, 

“why didn’t they take me instead? Gg 

Then she is all business again, very quickly: “Sister, it will be 
dangerous for you here now. We must take you somewhere else.” 

So that night she walks through the country with me, and I try 
to think of something to say to her. 

But Rose touches my cheek, so gently, and she tells me, “Do 
not cry, er. To be taken in God’s work—what could be better 
than that?” 

I stay in this new shelter for only three days, sleeping on a 
straw pallet in the attic. Then Anna, Margaret's sister, finds 
me another place where the people agree to keep me for three 
weeks. But before I go there I arrange for something that I know 
I must have. 

For 21 years T have gone to church every day. But now I 
have not been at all since leaving the hospital, and it is more 
than a month. So I arrange through Anna to receive Holy Com- 
munion. She gets the key to the church for me from the priest, 
who knows who I am. After dark I unlock the side door of the 
church and go in. 

It is all black in the church except for the tiny ever-burning 
light near the altar, I kneel in front of the altar. I feel forsaken and 
suddenly I am sobbing. 

A han1 falls on my shoulder. I look up. It is the priest. He hears 
my confession and gives me Holy Communion. Then he leaves 
me alone. I stay on my knees for perhaps a half hour. Then I go 
outside and lock the church door again. It is cloudy and I feel the 
October cold coming. But I am full of peace now. 


In this home where [ am staying I am in the open for the first 
time, for they have no place to hide me. So I pretend to be a visit- 
ing sister-in- jaw. This is difficult for me because I have to lie so 
much when people come to call and ask questions, as they do in 
any village. What does your husband do? How are your children? 

Tam glad when Anna comes to say she has another place for me. 
Sweet Anna! She brings me a black-and-white striped sweater and 
a pair of ski pants with elastic on the legs. They come from a Sister 
in the convent, who bought them on the black market. They will 
be useful where I am goin; 

At the new place I stay with Ludwig and Ursula, a fat, red-faced 
couple who are very good at bluffing. Again I am supposed to be a 
relative. My excuse for being there is to work in the sugar-beet

It is hard work, whieh I am 
not used to, and I get hot, sweating, then cold, and get rheuma- 
tism in my right shoulder so that for a week I cannot turn in bed. 

One day too rainy for beet cutting I sit by the window sewing. 
T look out and see the green police automobile pull up in front. 

I grab up my sewing and run through the house looking for a 
place to hide. But there is none. I go to the kitchen, a natural 
place for a woman to be. I sit there and try to go on with my 
sewing, but my fingers are shaking so I keep jabbing myself 
stead of the cloth. 

‘Three big policemen come in and stand looking at me as if getting 
ready to ask me a question. I keep my hands under the table to hide 
the shaking. I do not look up, but can feel them looking down at 
me. I know I will not be able to make a sound if they ask me a 
question. 

T hear Ludwig right behind them. “All right!” he shouts. “Have 
you looked eno: You certainly have looked everywhere there is 
to look in this humble house of mine!” 

He raises his voice almost to a bellow. “A 
there’s no liquor here?” 

He speaks the truth. For he makes the liquor at his neighbors’.

(Before I leave Ludwig and Ursula, my older sister comes to 
visit me. This is the first ‘time I have seen any of my family sin 
leaving the hospital. She spends about a half hour with me—and 
for that the Communists later sentenced her to three and one half 
in the penitentiary. 
also imprisoned one of my younger sisters, who had done 


‘That was in January of 1952. I prayed to St. Joseph for them 
and gave him until March to set them free. But they were kept in 
the penitentiary, It was one of the few times in my life I was angry 
with St. Joseph, so much so that I stopped praying to him and 
even took his picture out of my prayer book. But then, after I 
out of the country, I heard that my sisters were taken out of the 
penitentiary and put on the prison farm, which is easier. So I 
gave St, Joseph credit for this and put his picture back in the 
prayer hook.) 


November is almost gone, and it is time for me to move on. 
Now I go to the loneliest place of all. It is a farmhouse way off on a 
side road where a woman named Valeria lives all alone except for 
the hired man. This is to be my last Heme n my own country. 
Here I stay for more than five weeks, far from my family and 
friends. Christmas comes—the loneliest I have ever had. 

Right after Christmas, Valeria goes away for a few days. As soon 
as she is gone, the hired hand hastens to the village and gets drunk 

and stays away. The countryside is surely enough to make aman 
drink, but it means [ have to take care of all the animals. So I put 
on the ski pants and go to work. 
ne day after Valeria leaves it starts to rain. I am in the kitchen 
cleaning up when I hear the dog bark from under the back porch. 
Tstep to the window. Walking through the rain towards the house 
is a uniformed Communist policeman. 

I jump to a corner next to the window. I feel my heart beating 
inside me. I know they have waited until I am all alone to come 
after me, so that no one will even know that I have been taken away. 

In my corner I try to think and to pray, all together. But then 
through the sound of the rain I hear the policeman going around 
the house trying all the doors, which are locked. Maybe, I hope, he 
will think no one is here and go away. Then I hear him knocking on

the window. Then I hear him yell, “Open the door! Don’t be afraid.” 
How foolish to think he would go away! For he would know 
someone would have to be home to tend the animals, He keeps on 
knocking. Then I hear him yell again, “Open the door, Sister!” 
So he knows I am a nun! Now, I think, my time is at last come. 
I start praying to St. Joseph for courage. 
Istep up to the door and open it, giving myself up now to the 
police, and saying as I do, “Glory be to the name of Jesus!” 
“Forever amen,” the policeman says. He takes my trembling 
hand and says, “Sister, do not be afraid. I am a priest.” 


This man is Father John, one of the most remarkable priests in 
Czechoslovakia, a living legend. He has a death sentence on his 
head. He has escaped from a concentration camp and he goes 
around the country dressed as a Communist official, with false 
papers, boldly organizing the underground. His name is known 
among all the priests and nuns; it is whispered like a prayer. 

Father John holds my hand and suddenly I burst into tears. He 
comes in out of the rain and makes me sit down in the kitchen and 
tells me Sister Margaret has sent him to comfort me. Blessed 
Margaret! I talk to him for a long long time and pour out all the 
long-held misery in me, telling him how bad I feel about taking off 
my nun’s habit. He says | am doing as God wants. “Look at me,” 
he say \ priest pretending to be a Communist.” 

So I feel much better. Father John stays at the house three days. 
Valeria comes back the next day and I tell her only that he is a 
priest and when she sees him she takes me aside. 

“Are you sure he’s a priest?” she says. "I never saw a priest 
with a mustache.” 

I say. ‘That is exactly how strange the times are, that a priest 
must wear a mustache.”

All the next day we stay in that house. At midnight the door 
opens and there is the tall man with the binoculars and 11 other 
people. Six of these are priesthood students too. ‘The other five 
are a family of a mother, a father, two children and the mother’s 
brother. "The girl, Katherine, is 4 years old and the boy, Mike, is 7. 
It pains my heart to look at them and to think that two such 
little children are going on this kind of journey. 

But now that there are children, I can get my mind off myself 
a little. They are very good children. That night the mother, the 
two children and I are given the bed in the kitchen. We sit up a 
while on it and I tell the children stories until they get sleepy and 
lie down by their mother. Then I lie down by the three of them. 

None of us feels cheerful, locked in a strange house in a strange 
town. But we feel better when someone comes the next morning. 

The man who comes is Joseph, and we soon call him Big Jo Jo. 
He is to be our leader in the attempt to cross the border. The man 
with the binoculars we now call Little Jo Jo, even though he is 
actually taller, because he is the No. 2 leader. 

Big Jo Jo is stocky and wide-shouldered, ‘The moment he comes 
in the room you know he is the leader. I trust him more than I 
trust anyone else because he looks like a bandit and carries a pis- 
tol. He wears a cap which is never off his head, laced hunting 
boots with his trousers tucked into them and a coat with a pistol 
sticking out of a pocket. 

All day long we continue to stay in the house. The day is passed 
in checking the things that are to help us cross the border. Little 
Jo Jo takes out a rubber boat from a big bag and blows it up with 
a pump, and Big Jo Jo goes all over it with his hands. He has very 
big, hairy, rough hands, but they are soft and careful as a woman's 
as he inspects the boat. Big Jo Jo uncoils two large rolls of clothes- 
line, each about 200 yards long and as thick as a small finger. 
Then he takes his pistol apart and cleans it. The eyes of the priest- 
hood students grow big as they watch him. 

That night we have a last meal of goulash. We get ready to 
leave at 7, a little after dark. 

The woman of the house looks out the windows and she comes 
back to us in the kitchen, where a small light is the only one burn- 
ing in the house. Looking at Big Jo Jo she says, “Two policemen 
are standing on the street.” 

No one says anything. Big Jo Jo sighs. ‘I guess everyone can 
rest a little longer.” 

Every few minutes Big Jo Jo keeps going to look out the front 
window. After an hour of this, I see he is getting impatient. 

“We can’t wait any longer,” he says. “Let's get ready.” 

Just then the woman comes into the kitchen and says, ‘They 
have gone,” 

Now Big Jo Jo stands up before us in the kitchen. His cap is 
cocked back a little on his head. 

"Before we go.” he says, “I want everyone to understand that 
T’'m the leader, You do as I say. Anyone who doesn’t understand 
that?” 

Everyone understands. 

Big Jo Jo takes some ammunition from his pocket and rattles it 
in his hand. “I am happy to have that so well understood. There 
is another thing to understand. This trip is not a picnic at any 
point.

The early morning air lay chill upon Cape Cod one day last month when 
boys of the Sea Explorer ship Nauset loaded themselves into two 26-foot 
open boats and rowed away to the sea. They were headed for Nantucket 
Island, 30 miles away, to help induct a newly formed troop, and they 
were getting there in the way self-respecting Sea Scouts would. 

From Orleans, Mass. the boys, accompanied by three scoutmasters, 
made for Monomoy Point, where they camped. The second day they were 
in the open ocean and a Coast Guard boat came up to watch over them. 
They encountered rising winds and some seasickness, but by the time they 
reached Nantucket (p. 165), all were hale again. It was the first time it 
had been done, so far as native lore goes, since a band of Indian braves 
paddled across to Nantucket in 1665. To prove it was no fluke the scouts 
turned around when the induction ceremonies were over and rowed home.
